Most peoplo.know that in tho history of 
China, merchants have not been ‘accustom- 
ed to take a foremost place in the kingdom’ 
‘They -rtand act in the famous. list of the 
four divisions into which the people are 
divided, Of course, the word used) to 
describe merchants is the word used to. 
describe all Iinds of sellers of merchandise, 
and, as among the latter there are included 
the wiyriad of amall -shopkeepera and 
peddling merchants, it is not greatly 
to bé surprised at that thoir rank does 
nob come first, or even second. 
However, somewhat surprising that itshould 
bo plicod after workmen. "et such is the 
case, and it will take seme time to change 
the accustomed phrasoology, and -also the 
existing way of looking at things. How. 
ever, the Vi ioaroy of Canton has been doing 
the right thing in trying to secure national 
honours for some of the loading merchants 
of Canton, He has telegraphed to Peking, 
‘to the Privy Council, and pointed out that 
the merchanta of Canton are a powerful 
factor in the life of the place, and that 
tho time has come when they shonld be 
recognised, aud honoured. Their wealth 
ja great, and their ability sonspicious, 
He has therefore asked thnt the Imperial 
House will grant national honours to some 
of them, who the Viceroy may name, If 
this ig done it will develope a feeling of 
allegiance among the merchants towards 
the Throne and, the whols claas will feel 
gratified at tho special honours granted to 
the few that are’ named. Who. er tho 
Emperor will accede to the request romaina 
to be seen, There would seem to be litle 
objection to the suggestion, and no doubt 
it would really,. if earricd out, be an 
incentive to loyalty on the part of the 
merchant class.
